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Affordable housing 
sites could be sold off

FIRST time house- 
hunters in the Bridport 
area have been dealt a 
further blow in their 
bid to find accommo¬ 
dation. 

One of West Dorset’s 
major housing associa¬ 
tions is considering sell¬ 
ing off land that could be 
used for building afford¬ 
able homes. 

Magna Housing Asso¬ 
ciation is looking to re¬ 
duce its debts and has 
indicated that a number 
of sites that had been ear¬ 
marked for development 
could be sold off. 

It is not yet clear which 
sites, if any, will be sold, 
but there are already con¬ 
cerns that land on St 
Swithins Road - which 
Magna obtained planning 
permission for last year - 
could be among them. 

Stakeholders and mem¬ 
bers of the association’s 
residents’ panel have 
strongly criticised the 
move, which they say 
goes against Magna’s 
charitable objectives. 

And Bridport council¬ 
lor Ros Kayes, a housing 
spokesperson for the op¬ 
position group on West 
Dorset District Council, 
said she was “speech¬ 
less” at the news. 

She said: “West Dorset 
has one of the lowest 
building rates for afford¬ 


able homes, with a long¬ 
standing requirement to 
build over 400 properties 
a year that it has never 
yet come close to reach¬ 
ing. 

“For the district’s main 
housing association to 
have taken a decision not 
to build for 10 years is an 
outrage in itself. But for 
it to be considering the 
sale of land earmarked 
for affordable homes 
leaves me quite speech¬ 
less. 

“Who will buy this 
land? Developers seek¬ 
ing to make a profit from 
land given to Magna 
from public ownership. 

“It is an astonishing and 
completely irresponsible 
decision and I sincerely 
hope the board reconsid¬ 
ers.” 

The waiting list for af¬ 
fordable homes in West 
Dorset remains high, 
with a total of 2,291 fam¬ 
ilies on the register. 

In December last year, 
there were 1,406 people 
in need of one-bedroom 
accommodation, 612 
families requiring two- 
bedroomed living space, 
and 234 looking for prop¬ 
erties with three bed¬ 
rooms. 

Members of the resi¬ 
dents’ panel claim that 
there is potential to build 
240 units of either two- 
or three-bedroomed 


properties. 

The panel’s chairman, 
Anthony Preece, said 
Magna could borrow 
money to pay off its debts 
quickly, without selling 
the land. 

He said: “This associa¬ 
tion is seeking as its num¬ 
ber one priority to reduce 
debt, when its primary 


object is to provide hous¬ 
ing. 

“The board has decided 
to sell off prime pieces of 
land, two of which al¬ 
ready have planning per¬ 
mission, and which are in 
areas where there is a 
desperate current need 
for affordable homes. 

“A housing association 


exists to build homes in 
times of housing crisis, 
not to sit on profit and 
consolidate its assets.” 

Magna’s Group Chief 
Executive Graham Colls 
insisted no decisions had 
yet been made, but could 
not rule out the future 
sale of assets. 

He said: “Magna owns 
a number of pieces of 
land, some of which it 
does not expect to be able 


to develop in the foresee¬ 
able future. 

“Magna has to get the 
best out of its assets. 
Magna is therefore re¬ 
viewing what it ought to 
do with these pieces of 
land. 

“Clearly, sale of one or 
more is one option, but 
there are others. Magna 
has not decided to sell 
any land, though it may 
in the future.”

• What do you do outside of making your 
plaques? 

MOST of my time is spent making stock for 
the gallery, putting my'spirit plaque'designs 
on other items and looking after the small 
wood Danielle and I planted in 1991 .lama 
member of Symondsbury Parish Council and 
a Governor at Symondsbury School, which 
takes up a little of my time, but I also enjoy re¬ 
searching family history. 

• If you could choose three people to in¬ 
vite to your dream dinner party who would 
they be? 



I WOULD choose any one of my great grand¬ 
parents so I could ask them family history 
questions, Joni Mitchell and Joseph Mallord 
William Turner, the real founder of impres¬ 
sionism. 
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• If you won the lottery what would you 
do with the money? 

I WOULD like to think I would give some to 
local organisations like Symondsbury School, 
then I would buy a small island with only cho¬ 
sen visitors for company. 

• If you could start your life over again, 
what would you be? 

I REALLY enjoy what I do, where I live and my 
family and friends so I would do the same 
again. The only thing I would change would 
be that I would want to get to this point in my 
life sooner, making what I enjoy to make less 
sawdust!

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Police install CCTV in bid to 
cut Dr Roberts Close crime 


BRIDPORT Police have 
stepped up their efforts to 
control anti-social behav¬ 
iour in the town. 

A CCTV camera has 
been fitted in Doctor 
Roberts Close - an area 
officers have been target¬ 
ing for crime reduction 
since the start of the year. 

Residents had voiced 
their concerns to police 
after a flurry of criminal 
activity was reported in 
the area, with allegations 
ranging from drug of¬ 
fences to anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

The town’s Safer 
Neighbourhood Team 
has been working with 
the Raglan Housing As¬ 
sociation and Bridport 
Town Council in a bid to 
restore order, and the 
three organisations hope 
the latest measures intro¬ 
duced will help cut down 
on crime in the area. 

A police spokesperson 
said: “Earlier this year, 
the area of Dr Roberts 
Close was identified as 
an area that could benefit 
from the installation of a 


CCTV camera system. 
This was after concerns 
were raised by residents 
in that area, both to po¬ 
lice and to Raglan Hous¬ 
ing Association. 

“We have been allowed 
to bid for this camera, 
which will aid in identi¬ 
fying perpetrators of any 
alleged crime or anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour, but with 
the main purpose of in¬ 
creasing public safety in 
that area. 

“We are pleased that 
the CCTV system is now 
fitted and operational.” 

Funding for the camera 
was provided by the 
Raglan Housing Associa¬ 
tion, which said protect¬ 
ing residents was its main 
priority. 

Amanda Lowder, the 
association’s anti-social 
behaviour officer, said: 
“Its purpose is to protect 
residents by acting as a 
deterrent for anti-social 
behaviour and also as a 
tool to be used should 
any action be taken 
against perpetrators of 
criminal behaviour.”

such a positive outcome. 

He said: "I would like to say a really big thank you 
to Ros Kayes who campaigned tirelessly alongside 
Bridport and BeaminsterTown Councils. 

"Also thanks to the anonymous benefactor and the 
3,000 people who signed the petition to save the 
service - it has been a whole community achieve¬ 
ment." 

Ignacio Gomez, who had already started giving lifts 
in his car to fellow commuters before the announce¬ 
ment, added: "A solution to this problem has been 
delayed for a long time and I am convinced that, 
without pressure from the community, this would 
have been just another thing. 

"I think people can look at this as an example of 
how, in these times, we need to take more care of 
the things that affect society in general. 

"There are a lot of other bus services which have 
been affected and need to be strengthened. Trans¬ 
port in rural areas is a big issue and I cannot see the 
point of having a huge budget for potholes without 
bus services." 

The 40 bus will now operate six days a week - from 
Monday to Saturday - and during college holidays, 
departing from Bridport before stopping at 
Melplash, Beaminster, Broadwindsor, Mosterton, 
Misterton, Crewkerne Station, Crewkerne and Yeovil. 

Dorset County Council will subsidise peak-time 
services from Monday to Friday during term-time, 
with Damory funding off-peak journeys on week¬ 
days and all day on Saturday. 

County councillor for Bridport Ros Kayes, who 
played a key role in discussions throughout the 
process, said: "Damory has been very forward-think¬ 
ing and it was totally unexpected to get everything 
we asked for.The campaigners have been a great set 
of people to work with and they really deserve to 
have their bus back."

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Electoral arrangements finalised 


THE independent Local Government Boundary Commis¬ 
sion for England has published its final recommendations 
for new electoral arrangements for West Dorset District 
Council. 

The publication follows a ten-week public consultation 
on its draft proposals and draws new boundaries for each 
council ward across the district. 

The commission’s final recommendations propose that 
West Dorset should be represented by 42 councillors in 
the future, six fewer than the current arrangements. 

The recommendations also propose that those council¬ 
lors should represent ten single-member wards, ten two- 
member wards and four three-member ward across the 
district. 

Max Caller, commission chairman, said: “We are ex¬ 
tremely grateful to the people of West Dorset who took 
the time and effort to send us their views. The commis¬ 
sion considered every piece of evidence it received before 
finalising these recommendations. 

“Across the district, we have sought to balance the 
views expressed to us by local people with the criteria we 


must apply when we are deciding on new electoral 
arrangements. As such, we believe these recommenda¬ 
tions deliver electoral equality for voters as well as re¬ 
flecting the identities of communities across the district.” 

In light of feedback received during the public consul¬ 
tation, the commission proposes to alter the draft recom¬ 
mendations it put forward earlier in the year. 

In particular, the commission now proposes that the 
parishes of Chetnole and Stockwood should be part of the 
Yetminster & Cam Vale ward and not the Frome Valley 
ward as previously proposed. 

Elsewhere in the district, the commission proposes to 
make minor alterations to its draft recommendations in 
Dorchester to provide stronger and more identifiable 
ward boundaries. 

The proposed new arrangements must now be imple¬ 
mented by Parliament. A draft order - the legal document 
which brings into force the recommendations - will be 
laid in Parliament in the coming months. The draft order 
provides for the new electoral arrangements to come into 
force at the council elections in 2015. 


Have your say on Local Plan changes 


RESIDENTS across West Dorset, 
Weymouth and Portland are 
being asked for their views on 
the latest modifications to the 
draft joint Local Plan. 

A public consultation will run 
from July 31st until September 
11 th, so comments can be made 
about the changes. 

The councils submitted the 
plan to the Government's Plan¬ 
ning Inspector in June 2013 and 
a meeting was held in January 
2014 to discuss some of the in¬ 
spector's comments and con¬ 
cerns. 

Both councils agreed to sus¬ 
pend the examination in March 
2014 for up to six months to ad¬ 
dress the issues raised by the 
Planning Inspector. 

One of the main changes is to 
increase the housing require¬ 
ment to 775 homes per year 
across the plan area of West 
Dorset, Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

No new sites are proposed at 
this time, but instead the plan 
period is being reduced to 2028.

The councils would like to hear 
the views of the public on the 
latest changes only. 

The councils previously con¬ 
sulted on the Local Plan in 2012 
and 2013.There is no need to re¬ 
peat earlier comments as these 
have been given to the Inspec¬ 
tor and they have been consid¬ 
ered by the council when 
proposing changes to the plan. 

Councillor Robert Gould, 
Leader of West Dorset District 
Council, said: "We have been 
working hard to address the is¬ 
sues the Planning Inspector 
raised in January and we would 
now like to hear the views of the 
public before the plan is re-sub- 
mitted." 

Councillor Ian Roebuck, Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland brief holder 
for Environment and Sustain¬ 
ability, said: "We have taken the 
comments from the Inspector 
on board when making the lat¬ 
est changes." 

The draft Local Plan sets out a 
long term planning strategy to 
meet future housing, employ¬ 
ment and leisure needs. 

It also looks at how climate 
change can be tackled, the envi¬ 
ronment protected and how fu¬ 
ture developments can be 


made more sustainable. 

It covers important issues such 
as where housing could be built, 
how the economy can be 
boosted and what infrastructure 
may be needed. 

After the consultation the 
councils will then analyse the re¬ 
sults and submit the plan to the 
Planning Inspector. 

The Inspector will then re¬ 
open the public examination 
into the soundness of the plan 
before it can be adopted.

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Shipton Gorge at War - from village life to the front line 


T O MARK the 100th anniversary of 
the start of World War I, ERNIE 
THOMAS, local historian and vol¬ 
unteer researcher at the Keep Military 
Museum in Dorchester, tells the per¬ 
sonal stories of Shipton Gorge's war he¬ 
roes, many of whom made the ultimate 
sacrifice in the fight for freedom. 

Britain entered the war on August 4th 
1914 and soon patriotic young men flocked 
to recruitment centres, anxious to serve in a 
war which many believed would be over by 
Christmas. 

One such man was Will Sanders ,pictured 
below, who lived at Vine Cottage in Shipton 
Gorge. He joined many other eager young 
recruits and enlisted in the Dorsetshire Reg¬ 
iment. 

There followed an intensive period of 
training after which he was sent to the West¬ 



ern Front as a Private in the 1st Battalion in 
December 1914, joining the Dorsets in the 
front line trenches near the Belgian town of 
Ypres. 

After five months of trench warfare, he 
was in the front line at Hill 60, near Ypres, 
where on the evening of May 1st 1915, the 
Germans launched a gas attack on the un¬ 
suspecting Dorsets. 

Private Sanders died on May 2nd, aged 
21, along with 150 members of his Battal¬ 
ion. 

His name is inscribed on the Menin Gate, 
a memorial to over 54,000 men who died in 
the Ypres Salient and have no known grave. 
Will’s twin brother Harry served with the 
Royal Marines and survived the war. 

Reginald George Stevens ,pictured right, 
was the son of Richard and Kathleen 
Stevens of Higher Sturthill Farm in Shipton 
Gorge. He was another volunteer who en¬ 
listed in the Dorsetshire Regiment. 

Sent to Gallipoli on July 11th 1915, he 
survived that costly campaign and returned 
to serve on the Western Front. 

He was killed at the age of 25 on Septem¬ 
ber 17th 1916 near a German stronghold 
called Mouquet Farm. 

Reginald is commemorated on the Thiep- 
val Memorial to the Missing of the Somme, 
which bears the names of more than 72,000 
officers and men. 

Another Shipton Gorge man, Ernest 
White, whose family lived at Bonscombe 
Farm, was a Sapper with the Royal Engi¬ 
neers and went out to France with the 
British Expeditionary Force (the ‘Old Con- 
temptibles’) in August 1914. 

Described as being a great favourite in the 
village, he was involved in much fighting 
over the ensuing years but his letters from 


the front were always bright and hopeful. 

He last wrote home on April 21st 1917 to 
say he was then going into the thick of it 
again - a reference to the Battle of Arras in 
France that had started on April 9th. 

Ernest was killed at the age of 28 by a 
shell, the day after he wrote his letter. He 
is commemorated on a memorial panel at 
London Cemetery, Neuville Vitasse, near 
Arras. 

Ernest’s parents, George and Ellen, had a 
memorial tablet placed in St Martin’s 
Church, Shipton Gorge, bearing the moving 
epitaph: “His sun is gone down while it was 
yet day.” 

Ernest’s brothers, who survived the war, 
were Fred, who served with the Royal Field 
Artillery; Alfred, who was in the Royal 
Navy as was his brother Samuel; and 
William, whose war service is not known. 



John William Gale (known to his family 
as Jack) was the son of William and Mary 
Gale, who at the time of his death lived at 
Greenway in Chapel Street. 

The 1911 census shows Jack as living at 
the New Inn in Shipton Gorge with his fam¬ 
ily. He first joined the Dorsets but did most 
of his fighting with the Duke of Cornwall’s 
Light Infantry. 

Three years’ fighting in France - where he 
was twice wounded, once buried in his 
trench and once gassed - shattered his con¬ 
stitution. 

He was invalided out on March 14th 1918 
with an honourable discharge, but although 
nursed at home by his mother and sister he 
passed away peacefully on March 19th 
1919. 

His funeral took place at St Martin’s 
Church and his Commonwealth War Grave 
in the churchyard remains a focus of village 


remembrance on Remembrance Sunday 
services to this day. 

Jack’s brother, Thomas, served with the 
6th Battalion of the Dorsetshire Regiment 
and survived the war. 

• A COMMEMORATIVE service will be 
held at St Martin’s Church in Shipton Gorge 
on Sunday August 3rd at 11am, during 
which the village will remember and give 
thanks for all who served their country in 
the Great War. 

All are invited to join the service and 
watch a candlelight vigil at 8:30pm the fol¬ 
lowing evening, inspired by the words of 
the then Foreign Secretary, Sir Edward 
Grey, spoken in August 1914: “The lamps 
are going out all over Europe; we shall not 
see them lit again in our lifetime.”

The MS Society is the UK’s largest char¬ 
ity dedicated to people affected by multi¬ 
ple sclerosis. 

It funds vital research and offers invalu¬ 
able information and support to people af¬ 
fected by the condition, which can impact 
on a person’s sight and mobility and lead 
to depression and cognitive problems. 

An estimated 100,000 people in the UK 
have MS, but experts remain uncertain 


about its causes and there are few effective 
treatments. 

Ahead of the skydive on Sunday, August 
10th, Helen added: “There are so many 
people who are affected by MS and it is a 
horrid disease that acts in strange ways - 
everyone is affected differently. What you 
have to remember is that every cloud has 
a silver lining. I know research has already 
made big differences and one day I hope 
that there is a cure so no one else has to be 
affected like this.”

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HORTICULTURALISTS have been left baffled after 
a rare Mediterranean fruit sprang up in West 
Dorset for the first time ever. 

Loquats - known as the 'shy' fruit - emerged at 
Abbotsbury Subtropical Gardens last week, fol¬ 
lowing an extended spell of hot weather. 

The rare fruit first came from south east China, 
but is now mostly grown in Japan, Brazil and 
Mediterranean countries where the climate is 
more suitable. 

But experts say they were as surprised as they 
were delighted to see the loquats pop up re¬ 
cently. 

Steve Griffith, curator at Abbotsbury Subtropi¬ 
cal Gardens, said: "Loquat trees are mostly 
grown in this country just for their foliage. 

"They are very, very shy to flower and fruit be¬ 
cause we do not really have long, hot summers. 


But this year it has produced some fruits for the 
first time." 

Staff are celebrating the gardens' 250th an¬ 
niversary this year, with a vast number of exotic 
plants from all over the world on show to visi¬ 
tors. And the new loquat fruits will be among the 
many attractions at the gardens this summer. 

Mr Griffith added: "Many of our plants are 
doing spectacularly well this year, but it was still 
a real surprise to walk past and see these big or¬ 
ange fruits. 

"That is one of the great things about a garden 
like this. Very often we will put a rarity in some 
odd corner and nothing interesting will happen 
for years, but then suddenly you will see some¬ 
thing amazing. 

"I only wish there were more loquats and we 
could harvest enough for a picnic!" 


Slimmers ready for

Bees King added: “One in three 


people in the UK will be diagnosed 
with cancer in their lifetime, and re¬ 
search has shown that many types of 
cancer are more common in people 
who are overweight.

“They have worked extremely hard to 
achieve certification and are now working 
one day a week in the bureau office pro¬ 
viding an invaluable service to the com¬ 
munity as, without them, this service 


would not be available.” 

Mrs Ramage also appealed for more peo¬ 
ple to come forward and volunteer their 
time to help maintain and expand the serv¬ 
ice, which is celebrating its 75th anniver¬ 
sary this year. 

Last year alone, the CAB helped 3,000 
people resolve more than 6,000 issues on 
subjects as varied as debt, benefits, home¬ 
lessness and family problems. 

And local councillor David Tett, who is 
a trustee on the CAB board, also sang the 
praises of hard-working volunteers. 

He said: “The work that the Citizens Ad¬

“The Bureau is a charity. It is not funded 
by central government and relies very 
heavily on dedicated volunteers to fill a 
gap in society in providing free and confi¬ 
dential advice to everyone who needs it.

History group go back to World War I 


BRIDPORT residents are 
being invited to take a trip 
back in time to see what life 
in the town was like a cen¬ 
tury ago. 

A special 'study day' has 
been organised by local 
history group the Bridport 
Heritage Forum, as part 
of its lottery-funded 'Keep 
the Home Fires Burning'proj¬ 
ect. 

A series of informative talks 
and workshops have been 
lined up to give visitors a 
flavour of Bridport life in the 
early 20th century, at the 
outbreak of war. 

The forum's Jane Ferentzi- 


Sheppard said: "For many of 
us, this was a period of his¬ 
tory we did not cover at 
school, so our knowledge of 
what was really happening 
in the months leading up to 
the war is limited. 

"To set the scene, the 
forum has managed to get a 
really great group of speak¬ 
ers to come to the town and 
give us background informa¬ 
tion, both social and mili¬ 
tary." 

Professor Graham Davis 
will begin the day with a talk 
on British life in 1914, before 
a closer study of the Bridport 
community immediately be¬ 


fore the war. 

Bridport men joined the 
local regiment - the Dorsets 
- in their hundreds, and ex¬ 
officer Tim Saunders will be 
on hand to describe what life 
was like for the servicemen. 

There will then be a chance 
to see inside a Tommy's kit 
bag and handle the uniform 
and equipment he took with 
him. 

Local antiques specialist 
Alan Beadle has also been 
lined up to talk residents 
through some of the relics 
and souvenirs that soldiers 
brought back from the front 
line. 


Jane Ferentzi-Sheppard 
added: "There will be plenty 
of time to discuss the topics 
after each session, several of 
which are very practical. 

"Someone will be dressing 
up as a 'Tommy' and there 
will be a chance to see the 
equipment and spoils of war 
first hand." 

The event takes place at 
Bridport Town Hall on Satur¬ 
day (August 2nd), at a cost of 
£10, and booking forms are 
available from theTourist In¬ 
formation Centre, the His¬ 
tory Centre in Gundry Lane 
and The Bookshop.

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Fate has smiled on sunny Beach 


G eorge Beach 
is a very socia¬ 
ble person and 
is well known in Brid- 
port when he ven¬ 
tures into town. 

Many will know his 
background as one of 
the most famous ice- 
hockey players in the 
world, but the rest will 
view him as a friendly, 
happy go lucky pen¬ 
sioner, enjoying life in 
rural Dorset. Both would 
be right. 

George, now 88, and 
his wife Jean, moved to 
Bridport in 2005 having 
lived the majority of his 
life in and around Lon¬ 
don following a career 
that saw him move from 
his native Canada in 
1947 to star for Wembley 
Lions and Wembley 
Monarchs where he 
scored over 1,000 goals 
during a career that 
spanned 23 years, and 
earned him a place in the 
Guinness Book of 
Records. 

His success in the 
highly charged sport 
that combines excellent 
skating and stick han¬ 
dling skills with high 
physical demands also 
brought him into contact 
with many people in¬ 
cluding royalty, celebrity 
film and television stars 
as well as fellow sports¬ 
man. 

It is no wonder there¬ 
fore that he is at ease and 
happy to pass the time of 
day with people in the 
town. 

George quite rightly is 
very proud of what he 
has achieved in the 
sport, but he is also quite 
modest about a number 
of achievements and 


commendations known 
only to his family - his 
wife Jean and their three 
sons, Blair, Martin and 
Lawrence - and close 
friends. 

Although many came 
about because of his 
stardom, they were 
achieved because of his 
generous nature to give 
time and support. 

I met up with George 
last week as he reflected 
on his past, and particu¬ 
larly about the individu¬ 
als that helped him in his 
career, and the people he 
met as a result of it. 

He spoke first about 
how he got the biggest 
break of his career by 
being invited to play in 
Britain. 

"Many years ago I left 
the flat prairies of the re¬ 
gion of Regina, Saskatc¬ 
hewan, Canada and de¬ 
parted for a new life in 
the old world. I thought 
that maybe I'd be home 
in two months, ready in 
time for Christmas with 
my family. 

"At the age of 16 I was 
good enough to play ice 
hockey for the Regina 
Commandos, the 

wartime team, and later 
the Saskatchewan cham¬ 
pions; and then after the 
war with the Chicago 
Blackhawks and the 
Kansas City Playmor's in 
the United States. 

"Then as fate turned 
out I met a few other 
hockey players who had 
played in Europe during 
the war. I was then intro¬ 
duced to another fellow 
countryman Mr Red Sta- 
pleford who worked for 
the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment in London. 

"His passion was ice-

hockey, and once again 
fate turned out for me as 
in the summer of 1947 I 
began to get phone calls 
from London, Milan, 
Switzerland and several 
other European coun¬ 
tries and ice hockey 
clubs. 

"Finally, after several 
telephone calls back and 
forth to England, I was in¬ 
vited by the managing 
director Sir Arthur Elvin, 
head of the world fa¬ 
mous Wembley Sta¬ 
dium - the most famous 
and well known sports 
stadium then in exis¬ 
tence - to play for the 
Wembley Lions. 

"I left for Halifax, Nova 
Scotia and then on the 
ship Aquitania, which 
had distinguished itself 
during the war. The next 
stop was Southampton, 
and a new life. I was 20 
years old." 

Berlin had been 
bombed and was in 
ruins, peace was now in 
England and sports like 
football and ice hockey 
were playing to huge ca¬ 
pacity crowds. 

For George it was the 
start of a 23-year career 
which culminated in him 
being recognised as 
Wembley's greatest 
scorer and sportsman, 
and a household name 
all over Britain. 

George recalls: "In 
those days, Wembley Ice 
Hockey had all the glam¬ 
our of show business; 
live orchestras and skat- 
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electric-bikes —

ing exhibitions by the 
world's greatest perform¬ 
ers such as Canada's 
World, Olympic and Euro¬ 
pean champion Barbara 
Ann Scott and USA cham¬ 
pion Richard'Dick'Button, 
to name two. 

"Back then the ice was 
swept clean with military 
precision by uniformed 
men; their brooms going 
back and forth with mar¬ 
tial music to the delight of 
an audience of 15-20,000 
people. 

"Royalty, politicians, fa¬ 
mous film stars and ac¬ 
tors, top footballers, 
military leaders and many 
more sporting stars all 
met and gossiped ring¬ 
side where it was possible 
to have a drink, eat dinner 
and watch the game, and 
be seen by the public. 
Wembley Empire Pool 
and Sports Arena was the 
place to be!" 

The league ran from 
September until Christ¬ 
mas, whereupon the 
Lions went to Europe 
playing in 17 countries 
during Beach's career, be¬ 
fore returning to the UK at 
the end of February to 
complete the league, 
which ended in May. 

"We built up a reputa¬ 
tion for fast skating, 
smooth passing, stick 
handling and team work, 
but above all, sportsman¬ 
ship and fair play" 

It was the type of play 
that made Wembley Lions 
"a must see team"all over 
Europe and George Beach 
a famous name in ice- 
hockey. 

BBC sports commenta¬ 
tor Alan Weekes said: 
"Beach's influence on the 
early years of ice hockey 
in Europe just after the 
war and Great Britain was 
immeasurable." 

As his fame and 
celebrity status grew, 
Beach became Wembley's 
ambassador, meeting 
some of the world's great¬ 
est sporting athletes and 
celebrities from around 
the world. 

"This included a little 
known actor who became 
President of the United 
States, Ronald Reagan." 

The Olympic Games 
were also held at Wemb¬ 
ley in 1948 which created 
more activity. 

He also met five mem¬ 
bers of the Royal Family 
who visited the pool and 
stadium. 

"I was fortunate to meet 
them all: Princess Eliza¬ 
beth (later to be crowned 
Queen Elizabeth II), 
Princess Margaret, the 
Duke of Kent, the Duke of 
Edinburgh and Prince 
Michael of Kent, who gave 
me his autograph." 


Besides his feat of com¬ 
pleting 1,000 goals for 
Wembley in 1968, 
George has won a host of 
other awards. 

He was from all the ice 
hockey years from the 
1930s until his retire¬ 
ment in 1970, the only 
player to win the coveted 
Sir Noel Curtis Bennett 
Sportsman's Bowl 
Wembley's greatest tro¬ 
phy - outright; an award 
he called "a great hon¬ 
our". He was elected to 
the British Ice Hockey 
Hall of Fame in 1989. 

He was also the only 
player to have won all 
three Great Britain scor¬ 
ing championships: the 
Autumn Cup, Interna¬ 
tional Cup and National 
League. 

One of the highlights 
for Beach was when he 
captained the Wembley 
Lions in a charity game 
on December 4th 1952 in 
aid of the National Play¬ 
ing Fields, after which its 
president the Duke of Ed¬ 
inburgh thanked them 
all for such an exciting 
game. 

"I thanked the Duke in 
response, and wished 
him and the charity well 
for the future. A wonder¬ 
ful night never to be for¬ 



gotten, and am still 
proud of the medal he 
gave me," said George. 

"Besides this award my 
teammates and I have 
been presented with 
many medals and tro¬ 
phies by many notable 
personalities. 

"These include Lord 
Alexander of Tunis, Sir 
Bracewell Smith, the Lord 
Mayor of London, 1st 
Baron Citrine, Mr Bunny 
Ahearne, the president of 
the World Ice Hockey As¬ 
sociation, Sir Billy Butlin, 
and Air Vice Marshal Sir 


Victor Tait, a Canadian 
soldier who represented 
Great Britain at ice 
hockey in the 1928 
Olympics." 

George reflecting on 
our conversation said: 
"These are just a few of 
the many who came to 
see us at Wembley dur¬ 
ing my career. How could 
a prairie boy like me be 
so lucky?" 

Despite having played 
in 17 countries all around 
the world in his illustri¬ 
ous career, George and 
Jean are content here in 


Bridport. For a boy that 
grew up in the prairies 
before spending most of 
his life in the busiest city 
in the world, the country¬ 
side and ambience of 
Bridport is just the ticket. 

"The coastline to Lyme 
Regis and beyond is idyl¬ 
lic," he said. 

"I have had a truly re¬ 
markable career and am 
forever indebted to ice 
hockey and Sir Arthur 
Elvin for making this part 
of my life possible. Fate 
has sure been kind to me 
over the many years."

Diagnosing Dementia 

DIAGNOSING dementia is often difficult, particularly 
in the early stages. The GP is the first person to con¬ 
sult. The GP may then refer the person being diag¬ 
nosed to a specialist consultant. 

Assessments can include conversations with the 
person being diagnosed and those close to them, a 
physical examination, memory tests and/or brain 
scans. 

The Mini Mental State Examination (MMSE) is the 
most commonly used test for complaints of memory 
problems or when a diagnosis of dementia is being 
considered. 

Becoming forgetful does not necessarily mean that 
you have dementia. Memory loss can be an effect of 
ageing. It can also be a symptom of stress or depres¬ 
sion. In rare cases, dementia-like symptoms can be 
caused by vitamin deficiencies and/or a brain tu¬ 
mour. 

A definite diagnosis of the cause of dementia may 
only be confirmed at post mortem or, in very rare in¬ 
stances, through a brain biopsy. 

A diagnosis of dementia can come as a shock. Even 
if you have been half expecting it, this will be a wor¬ 
rying and upsetting time. It can also be hard for 
those close to you. You will all need a great deal of 
reassurance and support. However, there is much 
that you can do in the early stages that can help to 
make life easier and more enjoyable, both now and 
in the future.

1 orange 

90g citric or tartaric 
acid 

(available from 
chemists) 

2kg caster sugar 


Method 

1. Put the elderflower heads in a large preserving pan 
or clean bucket and squeeze the juice from the 
lemons and the orange over them, then add the citric 
or tartaric acid. Cut the squeezed fruit into large 
chunks and add these to the preserving pan or bucket. 

2. Put the caster sugar in a separate pan with 1.5 litres 
water and bring to the boil. Reduce the heat and sim¬ 
mer, stirring constantly, until all the sugar has dis¬ 
solved. Pour the syrup over the flowers, cover and 
leave for 24 hours. 

3. Strain the liquid through clean muslin, pour into 
sterilised bottles

The word-of-mouth reac¬ 
tion has been fantastic and rave 
reviews from diners have sent 
this meat-free miracle to rank it 
No 1 among the town’s 63 eater¬ 
ies. 

Vegetarians come in all sorts - 
and now Tierra Kitchen has 
caused the creation of a new cat¬ 
egory, moreish-vegetarian. 

‘I want to eat here everyday!’ is 
the Trip Advisor review that is 
most-quoted of the Coombe 
Street restaurant as it perfectly 
sums up the feelings of many, 
especially non-vegetarians who 
are frequently astonished by the 
quality and vibrancy of the taste 
of the highly-original dishes and 
the creative twists on Spanish, 
French and North African 
flavours. 

For instance, from the 11am - 
3pm brunch/lunch menu, Mon¬ 
mouth Brunch Tortilla; three free 
range eggs, wilted spinach, pars¬ 
ley, cream cheese and Caerphilly 
cheese, served with triple- 
cooked chips, sun-blushed 
tomatoes and organic leaves. 

For vegans, brunch can be 
even more deliciously inventive 
- like the Strudel of Swiss chard,

Skipping to the dinner menu - 
with the mention that cake teas 
are also available 11-3 when the 
choice includes Tierra’s near-leg¬ 
endary apple, orange and vanilla 
almond tart - and it becomes 
even more inventive: for instance 
starters of samphire fritters 
served with pickled cucumber 
and blueberries, or the no-less 
creative avocado ravioli with 
marinated fennel, toasted al¬ 
monds, orange dressing and op¬ 
tional nettle and feta pesto. 

For mains, little can beat the in¬ 
genuity of wet garlic and pre¬ 
served lemon risotto, served with 


slow-roasted cherry tomatoes, 
sugar snap peas and almonds 
with optional old Winchester 
cheese. Alternatively on the 
menu for which specials are cre¬ 
ated daily, there’s Swiss tart tartin 
of home-made, all-butter puff 
pastry with Swiss chard, 
caramelised red onion and Em- 
mental cheese, served with 
radicchio, apricots and Riesling 
sauce. 

With desserts which include 
dark chocolate and hazelnut truf¬ 
fle pot with passionfruit puree, 
crushed hazelnuts and blood or¬ 
ange sorbet, you may very well 
want to eat here every day.
